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serious  deficits 
in  1988  and  1989,  the 
hospital  was  able  to 
bring  its  operating 
budget  to  near  balance, 
while  making  consider- 
able progress  toward 
the  major  modernization 
that  is  critical  to  its 
future." 


As  the  New  York  Hospital  embarks  on  its  22 1st  year,  its  board,  physicians,  and  staff  can  look  back 
on  the  1 2  months  past  with  particular  satisfaction.  After  serious  deficits  in  1 988  and  1 989,  the  hospital 
was  able  to  bring  its  operating  budget  to  near  balance,  while  making  considerable  progress  toward 
the  major  modernization  that  is  critical  to  its  future.  Although  fiscal  problems  at  the  city,  state  and  federal 
levels  raise  questions  about  prospective  health-care  funding,  the  quality  of  this  hospital's  clinical  and  managerial 
leadership  and  the  skill  and  dedication  of  its  staff  are  beyond  question  and  augur  well  for  its  future. 

A  year  ago  I  was  able  to  report  that  an  exhaustive  undertaking  in  analysis  and  action,  led  by  the  hospital's 
president,  Dr.  David  Skinner,  had  reduced  the  operating  deficit  from  $57  million  one  year  earlier  to  $20 
million.  A  major  objective  as  1 990  began  was  to  decrease  the  shortfall  to  $8  million.  Not  only  did  the  hospital 
surpass  this  goal,  but  it  finished  the  year  with  a  $750,000  surplus  in  the  fourth  quarter,  the  first  time  it  has 
enjoyed  a  quarterly  surplus  in  some  years. 

Based  on  this  record,  the  approved  fiscal  plan  for  1991  calls  for  a  balanced  operating  budget,  with 
nonoperating  income  to  be  allocated  for  the  development  of  new  programs.  Although  the  uncertainties  of 
the  health-care  sector  require  that  fiscal  projections  be  made  cautiously,  the  results  of  the  early  months  of 
1991  give  us  reason  to  anticipate  that  our  goals  will  be  met. 

Meanwhile,  the  hospital  continues  to  make  headway  toward  another  critical  goal,  the  reconstruction  of 
its  core  facilities.  Architectural  proposals  for  the  replacement  of  inpatient  units  have  been  drawn  up,  and 
NYH  task  forces  are  in  the  process  of  analyzing  and  refining  them.  In  addition,  with  our  neighbor  the  Hospital 
for  Special  Surgery,  we  have  developed  plans  to  build  a  joint  platform  over  the  FDR  Drive  to  serve  as  the 
base  for  new  facilities  for  both  institutions.  Hopefully,  state  approval  for  this  and  several  other  parts  of  the 
modernization  project  will  be  forthcoming  later  this  year  so  that  construction  can  begin  early  in  1992. 

As  a  prerequisite  to  this  entire  renovation,  funds  must  be  raised  as  equity,  and  here  too  there  is  good  pro- 
gress to  report.  Major  gifts  from  the  C.  V.  Starr  Foundation  and  from  members  of  the  board  of  governors  — Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Ronald  Stanton,  William  Simon,  David  Koch,  John  Weinberg,  and  David  Wallace  — have  given 
us  an  excellent  start  toward  our  goal.  Overall,  the  hospital  received  more  than  $44.3  million  in  contribu- 
tions in  1990.  The  total  of  $72.5  million  for  the  medical  center  represents  an  almost  40  percent  increase 
over  the  amount  for  1989  and  speaks  well  for  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Robert  Burch  and  his  development  and 
public  affairs  staffs. 

As  important  as  the  reconstruction  of  our  physical  plant  is  the  ability  to  attract  outstanding  individuals 
to  positions  of  leadership.  The  appointment  of  Dr.  Ralph  Nachman  as  physician-in-chief  assures  the  con- 
tinuation of  the  highest  quality  care  in  the  hospital's  largest  clinical  service.  Dr.  Nachman  brings  to  his  new 
position  a  distinguished  record  as  head  of  the  medical  service's  division  of  hematology,  where  his  achievements 
have  gained  him  international  eminence. 

The  resignation  of  Dr.  G.  Tom  Shires  as  surgeon-in-chief  confronts  us  with  the  challenge  of  replacing  a 
leader  whose  outstanding  contributions  to  surgical  care  have  been  universally  recognized.  In  this  position 
and  as  dean  of  the  medical  college,  Dr.  Shires'  commitment  to  excellence  was  unwavering.  We  wish  him 
well  as  he  returns  to  his  native  Texas. 

No  career  better  illustrates  than  Dr.  Shires'  the  interrelatedness  of  patient  care,  research,  and  medical  educa- 
tion. This  is  the  essence  of  our  partnership  with  Cornell  University  Medical  College  in  this  medical  center. 
When  Payne  Whitney  brought  these  two  institutions  together  65  years  ago,  he  understood  that  medicine 
had  moved  irrevocably  into  the  house  of  science  and  that  the  best  medicine  would  henceforth  be  practiced 
in  proximity  to  research  and  medical  education.  On  behalf  of  the  board  of  governors,  let  me  reaffirm  our 
commitment  to  that  vision  today  and  extend  to  Dr.  Robert  Michels  our  congratulations  and  best  wishes 
as  he  assumes  the  deanship  of  the  medical  college.

This  year  has  been  one  of  significant  changes  at  the  medical  center,  especially  in  terms  of  our  academic 
leadership.  Early  in  1991,  after  more  than  three  years  as  dean  of  Cornell  University  Medical  Col- 
lege and  16  years  as  its  chairman  of  surgery,  Dr.  G.  Tom  Shires  resigned  both  positions  to  return 
to  Texas.  Dr.  Shires  was  born  and  raised,  attended  medical  school,  and  spent  the  first  25  years  of  his  medical 
career  in  Texas,  and  he  returns  there  as  chairman  of  surgery  at  Texas  Tech  University.  He  will  be  keenly 
missed  at  this  medical  center  and  in  the  New  York  community. 

It  was  Dr.  Shires  who  gave  this  city  the  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center  burn  center,  the  leading 
facility  for  burn  treatment  and  research  in  the  world.  No  one  has  done  more  to  advance  the  cause  of  burn 
and  trauma  care  than  Dr.  Shires,  and  his  establishment  of  this  center  ranks  among  his  highest  achievements. 

Considered  by  many  to  be  the  number-one  academic  surgeon  in  the  United  States,  Dr.  Shires  led  the  depart- 
ment of  surgery  to  a  position  of  preeminence.  As  dean  and  provost  for  medical  affairs,  his  guidance  and  careful 
attention  to  the  institution's  needs  and  goals  established  directions  that  will  have  lasting  benefit.  All  of  us 
share  a  sense  of  gratitude  and  admiration  for  Dr.  Shires'  leadership  and  service. 

In  Dr.  Robert  Michels  Cornell  University  Medical  College  has  been  fortunate  to  identify  in  its  midst  an 
outstanding  successor  to  Dr.  Shires  as  the  Stephen  and  Suzanne  Weiss  Dean  and  provost  for  medical  affairs. 
Dr.  Michels,  chairman  of  the  department  of  psychiatry  since  1 974,  has  built  one  of  the  world's  largest  and 
most  influential  programs  in  this  specialty.  A  nationally  prominent  psychoanalyst,  psychiatrist,  physician, 
and  scholar,  Dr.  Michels  has  served  as  president  of  the  American  Board  of  Psychiatry  and  Neurology,  the 
American  Association  of  Chairmen  of  Departments  of  Psychiatry,  and  the  American  College  of  Psychiatrists. 
He  has  been  a  member  of  the  board  on  mental  health  and  behavioral  medicine  of  the  Institute  of  Medicine 
and  of  the  board  of  professional  standards  of  the  American  Psychoanalytic  Association.  With  his  profound 
knowledge  of  and  commitment  to  the  broad  spectrum  ot  issues  in  which  the  college  is  involved,  Dr.  Michels 
promises  to  be  a  superb  dean,  and  I  look  forward  enthusiastically  to  working  with  him 

Also  from  within  its  own  ranks  the  college  was  pleased  to  appoint  Dr.  Ralph  L.  Nachman,  a  nationally 
recognized  hematologist,  as  chairman  ot  the  department  of  medicine.  Since  joining  the  medical  center  in 
1957,  Dr.  Nachman  has  served  with  distinction  as  vice  chairman  of  medicine,  director  of  the  specialized  center 
of  research  in  thrombosis,  co-director  of  the  joint  M.D./Ph.D.  programs  of  Rockefeller  University,  Cor- 
nell, and  Sloan-Kettering  Institute,  and  faculty  representative  on  the  board  of  overseers.  His  considerable 
achievements  as  a  researcher  and  academician,  as  well  as  his  commitment  to  medical  education,  will  insure 
that  the  medical  center  continues  to  excel  in  physician  training  and  biomedical  research 

Dr.  Lorraine  Gudas,  a  distinguished  molecular  biologist  from  Harvard  Medical  School  and  the  Dana-Farber 
Cancer  Institute,  was  named  chairman  of  the  department  of  pharmacology  at  the  medical  college,  effective 
May  1,  1991.  She  has  received  several  honors  and  awards,  has  been  a  guest  lecturer  at  major  universities 
across  the  country  and  abroad,  and  is  the  author  of  over  60  publications.  Her  experience  and  dedication 
to  biomedical  research  and  education  will  be  invaluable. 

Dr.  Gudas'  appointment  extends  a  process  of  scientific  renewal  that  has  been  a  top  priority  for  the  medical 
college  over  the  past  decade.  Central  to  this  effort  was  the  construction  of  the  William  and  Mildred  Lasdon 
Biomedical  Research  Center,  which  was  completed  last  year.  While  this  represents  great  progress,  more  re- 
mains to  be  done  to  replace  outmoded  facilities  and  develop  new  resources  of  research  support  if  the  resurgence 
of  the  past  decade  is  to  continue.  In  this  connection,  CUMC  will  seek  funds  for  a  new  education  center  which 
will  employ  information  and  computer  technologies  designed  for  21st-century  medical  education. 

As  we  look  ahead  to  these  challenges,  we  take  encouragement  from  the  continuing  generosity  of  our  many 
friends,  who  last  year  contributed  some  $28  million  to  the  medical  college.  We  are  heartened,  too,  by  the 
success  of  the  New  York  Hospital  in  effecting  a  remarkable  turnaround  in  its  finances  over  the  past  two  years. 
The  strength  of  Cornell  University  Medical  College  derives  in  large  part  from  the  superb  quality  of  care  for 
which  the  New  York  Hospital  has  been  known  throughout  its  history.  On  behalf  of  the  medical  college 
board  of  overseers,  I  congratulate  the  hospital  on  its  exceptional  progress  and  look  forward  to  the  growing 
strength  of  our  partnership  within  the  medical  center  and  even  greater  accomplishment  in  our  joint  endeavors.

Dr.  David  Hajjar's

At  a  time  when  an  estimated  2  million  Ameri- 
cans are  infected  by  the  AIDS  virus,  the  search 
for  ways  to  cure  or  slow  the  disease  has  as- 
sumed a  high  research  priority.  Thus,  it  was  major  news 
recently  when  a  report  in  a  leading  scientific  journal 
described  laboratory  experiments  in  which  a  natural 
body  substance  slowed  the  virus  dramatically. 

The  study,  published  in  Proceedings  of  the  National 
Academy  of  Sciences,  was  carried  out  by  a  team  headed 
by  Dr.  Alton  Meister,  chairman  of  the  department  of 
biochemistry  at  Cornell  University  Medical  College, 
and  Dr  Anthony  Fauci,  a  former  student  and  resident 
at  NYH-CMC  who  today,  as  director  of  the  National 
Institute  of  Allergy  and  Infectious  Diseases,  coordinates 
the  entire  AIDS  research  effort  at  the  National  Insti- 
tutes of  Health. 

Dr  Meister  is  one  of  the  world's  foremost  authorities 
on  the  biochemistry  of  amino  acids,  the  molecular 
building  blocks  of  human  proteins.  One  of  his  principal 
research  interests  has  been  glutathione,  a  compound  of 
three  amino  acids  that  plays  an  important  role  in  the 
immune  system,  the  body's  system  for  fighting  infec- 
tion. Individuals  infected  by  the  AIDS  virus  are  known 
to  have  decreased  levels  of  glutathione  in  their  blood 
plasma  and  in  certain  cells  of  the  immune  system. 

Drs.  Meister  and  Fauci  reasoned  that  it  might  be  pos- 
sible to  prevent  or  slow  the  activation  of  AIDS  virus  — 
and  the  onset  of  disease  — by  means  of  glutathione  or 
a  derivative.  To  test  this  hypothesis,  they  cultured  a 
human  cell  line  chronically  infected  with  low  levels  of 
AIDS  virus  and  added  to  it  agents  that  stimulate  viral 
activity.  When  cells  were  pretreated  with  glutathione 
or  derivatives  before  these  stimulants  were  added,  subse- 
quent viral  activity  was  found  to  be  80  or  90  percent 
less  than  it  was  in  cells  that  were  not  pretreated.  More- 
over, the  suppressive  effect  was  dose-dependent  — that 
is,  the  longer  the  cells  were  pretreated  with  glutathione 
or  a  derivative,  the  greater  the  suppression  of  the  virus. 

Dramatic  though  the  effect  was,  Drs.  Meister  and 
Fauci  caution  against  the  view  that  glutathione  therapy 
might  be  a  magic  bullet  against  AIDS.  Even  if  increas- 
ing the  glutathione  level  in  the  body  were  an  effective 
therapy,  the  problem  would  remain  of  how  to  do  this: 
current  evidence  is  that  glutathione  does  not  get  into 
cells  when  it  is  swallowed  and  that  it  disappears  within 
minutes  after  intravenous  injection. 

In  the  hope  of  overcoming  this  problem,  Dr.  Meister 
and  CUMC  colleagues  have  developed  derivatives  of 
glutathione  that  can  get  into  cells  and,  once  there,  be 
converted  to  glutathione.  The  derivatives  are  manufac- 
tured in  Japan  under  a  license  from  Cornell,  which 
holds  the  patent,  and  preliminary  tests  involving  human 
subjects  are  in  progress. 

Like  most  biomedical  research,  the  Cornell-NIH 
study  illustrates  the  critical  role  played  by  knowledge 


of  the  basic  constituents  of  life,  such  as  amino  acids, 
proteins,  and  genes.  While  fundamental  biological 
science  is  cultivated  throughout  the  medical  college,  it 
has  a  special  priority  in  its  six  basic-science  depart- 
ments-biochemistry, cell  biology  and  anatomy,  micro- 
biology, pathology,  pharmacology,  and  physiology  and 
biophysics.  It  is  for  this  reason  that  strengthening  these 
departments  has  been  a  top  priority  at  CUMC  over  the 
past  decade  and  remains  so  today. 

In  another  promising  discovery  to  emanate  from  the 
basic-science  departments  last  year,  researchers  identi- 
fied a  key  mechanism  by  which  the  herpes  simplex  virus 
type  I  — more  commonly  known  as  the  herpes  cold-sore 
virus -enters  human  cells.  The  finding  has  implications 
for  the  prevention  and  treatment  of  herpes-virus  infec- 
tion, one  of  the  most  common  infections  in  humans. 
In  addition,  since  work  at  CUMC  and  elsewhere  sug- 
gests that  herpes  has  a  role  in  the  genesis  of  athero- 
sclerosis, the  discovery  may  some  day  be  applied  to  the 
treatment  of  cardiovascular  diseases,  including  stroke. 

In  studies  published  in  the  journals  Science  and  Na- 
ture, a  team  headed  by  Dr.  David  Hajjar,  a  professor 
of  biochemistry  and  pathology  at  CUMC,  reported  that 
the  virus  gains  entry  via  a  cell-surface  receptor  which 
normally  interacts  with  a  protein  that  stimulates  cell 
growth  and  division.  Since  it  appears  likely  that  the 
virus  "piggybacks"  on  this  growth  factor,  Dr.  Hajjar  and 
his  colleagues  will  seek  to  determine  whether  they  can 
prevent  the  virus  from  infecting  cells  by  interfering  with 
this  process.  They  also  plan  to  investigate  whether  the 
genital  herpes  virus  (herpes  simplex  virus  type  II)  em- 
ploys a  similar  mechanism  to  infect  cells.  Meanwhile, 


tor  his  achievements  in  experimental  biology  and  bio- 
chemistry over  the  past  1 5  years,  Dr.  Hajjar  has  been 
named  the  1991  recipient  of  the  prestigious 
Warner-Lambert/Parke-Davis  Award  given  annually 
to  a  researcher  in  the  basic  sciences. 

In  still  another  major  line  of  investigation,  a  scien- 
tist in  CUMC's  department  of  microbiology  has  devel- 
oped a  procedure  that  promises  to  facilitate  the  detec- 
tion of  genetic  abnormalities  and  the  diagnosis  of 
diseases  caused  by  them.  Associate  Professor  Francis 


Barany  described  the  new  technique  in  a  recent  article 
in  Proceedings  oj  the  National  Academy  of  Sciences. 

Genetic  abnormalities  occur  as  a  result  of  mutations 
in  DNA,  a  whitish,  fibrous  substance  in  which  nitro- 
genous units  called  bases  are  linked  chainlike  in  long 
sequences  within  the  nucleus  of  a  cell.  Since  the  same 
four  bases  are  found  in  all  DNA,  it  is  their  sequence 
that  defines  the  millions  of  genes  found  in  nature.  Thus, 
although  a  single  gene  can  have  several  thousand  bases, 
the  sequence  that  defines  it  can  be  so  precise  that  the 
substitution  of  one  base  for  another  at  just  one  point 
in  the  chain  can  cause  a  disease. 

In  fact,  single-base  mutations  account  for  half  of  all 
known  genetic  disorders  and  for  more  than  2,000 
severe  hereditary  diseases,  including  sickle-cell  anemia, 
beta  thalassemia,  cystic  fibrosis,  some  forms  of  diabetes, 
Huntington's  chorea,  and  alpha- 1  antitrypsin  deficien- 
cy, a  disorder  of  the  lungs.  Although  much  progress  has 
been  made  in  detecting  such  mutations,  the  process  re- 
mains too  slow  and  expensive  for  routine  use,  and  many 
aberrations  go  undiagnosed. 

Thus,  it  is  of  major  importance  that  the  technique 
developed  by  Dr.  Barany  — called  ligase  chain  reaction, 
or  LCR—  promises  to  greatly  reduce  the  time  required 
to  detect  single-base  errors  and  to  permit  concurrent 
testing  for  many  genetic  abnormalities. 

Indeed,  given  the  ubiquitousness  of  DNA,  this  new 
tool  may  prove  useful  in  a  whole  host  of  ways,  such 
as  in  treating  cancers  and  infectious  diseases,  develop- 
ing drugs,  and  testing  foods.  The  next  step  in  realizing 
LCR's  exciting  potential  will  be  to  integrate  it  with 
other  techniques  in  DNA  diagnostics,  an  endeavor  on 
which  Dr.  Barany  is  hard  at  work.

Before  crack  ruined  his  life,  Tony  says,  he 
worked  as  a  technician  in  a  hospital  pathology 
lab.  Now  he's  a  mess,  emaciated  and  aged  be- 
yond his  years  — and,  yet,  perhaps  out  of  desperation, 
he  seems  receptive  to  the  idea  of  drug  treatment. 

Or  so  it  seems  to  Mark  Wurfel,  a  second-year  stu- 
dent at  Cornell  University  Medical  College,  who  can 
be  found  most  Thursday  nights  volunteering  his  ser- 
vices at  the  St.  Agnes  Shelter  for  the  Homeless  near 
Grand  Central  Station.  Initiated  two  years  ago,  the 
CUMC  Thursday-night  project  offers  first  aid,  advice, 
and  a  sympathetic  ear  to  the  300  or  more  homeless  peo- 
ple who  get  a  bed  or  meal  at  the  shelter  nightly. 

Mark  keeps  encouraging  Tony  to  enter  treatment, 
and,  when  Tony  is  absent  for  a  number  of  weeks,  he 
wonders  if  he  has  taken  his  advice.  Then  one  Thurs- 
day night  Tony  is  back,  more  of  a  mess  than  ever.  He 
has  been  in  a  fight,  and,  although  his  arm  is  broken, 
he  refuses  Mark's  offer  to  take  him  to  an  emergency 
room  and  will  only  accept  an  Ace  bandage.  Then  he 
disappears  into  the  night,  not  to  be  seen  again. 

As  beginning  medical  students  with  fledgling  clinical 
skills,  the  CUMC  volunteers  at  St.  Agnes  know  all  too 
well  the  limits  of  what  they  can  do.  Still,  they  are  con- 
vinced they  make  a  difference,  and  there  is  more  often 
a  surplus  than  a  shortage  of  volunteers  each  week. 

It  is  an  index  of  their  desire  to  be  of  service  that  close 
to  two  thirds  of  CUMC  students  in  their  first  or  second 
year  (the  years  when  schedules  are  most  amenable)  par- 
ticipate in  some  form  of  community  outreach. 

The  projects  are  impressive  in  their  variety.  Some  in- 
volve direct  help  to  patients  at  the  hospital.  For  exam- 
ple, students  with  foreign-language  proficiency  carry 
beepers  that  permit  them  to  be  called  any  time  doctors 
need  to  communicate  with  non-English-speaking  pa- 
tients. Other  students  are  matched  one-on-one  with 
pediatric  patients  whose  parents  cannot  or  simply  do 
not  visit  them.  The  student  sees  the  child  for  at  least 
a  half  hour  a  day  and  meets  periodically  with  doctors 
and  social  workers  to  review  the  youngster's  progress. 
Originated  at  Cornell,  the  program  has  now  been 
adopted  by  other  medical  schools  as  well. 

Many  projects  involve  educational  outreach.  With 
support  from  the  Student  National  Medical  Associa- 
tion, Daniel  Laroche  inaugurated  an  orientation  pro- 
gram two  years  ago  for  minority  high  school  students 
with  an  interest  in  the  health  professions.  Danny  knew 
how  important  first-hand  knowledge  of  medicine  and 
medical  education  had  been  in  his  own  choice  of  career. 
Concerned  about  the  lack  of  this  knowledge  among 
other  minority  youngsters,  he  arranged  for  groups  of 
city  high  schoolers  to  make  10  weekly  visits  to  the 
medical  center  to  attend  lectures  by  minority  physi- 
cians, meet  medical  students,  visit  labs,  learn  some 
rudimentary  clinical  skills,  and  do  a  research  paper.  The 


project  has  been  so  successful  that  the  SNMA  is  fun- 
ding similar  programs  at  three  other  medical  schools. 

In  several  projects,  students  put  their  knowledge  of 
health  and  science  to  use  as  instructors  in  the  public 
schools.  While  participating  in  such  a  program  at  Julia 
Richman  High  School,  Cheryl  Colbert  was  alarmed  at 
the  lack  of  basic  knowledge  about  AIDS  that  she  en- 
countered. She  subsequently  wrote  a  training  manual 
that  is  now  used  by  other  CUMC  student-instructors 
in  city  high  schools.  In  addition  to  teaching  the  basics 
about  AIDS  in  two  sessions,  the  CUMC  volunteers 
give  out  their  phone  numbers,  so  that  students  with  pro- 
blems can  call  them. 

For  Lou  Adler,  a  major  impetus  for  community  ser- 
vice came  from  reading  an  article  about  the  lack  of 
science  knowledge  among  teachers  in  elementary 
schools.  One  day,  while  waiting  for  one  of  his  Cornell 
classes  to  begin,  Lou  asked  if  anyone  was  interested  in 
starting  a  science-education  program  at  a  neighborhood 
school;  to  his  amazement,  60  hands  went  up.  The  result 
was  a  project,  now  in  its  fourth  year,  in  which  CUMC 
students  teach  first-  through  fifth-graders  about  nutri- 
tion, digestion,  hygiene,  anatomy,  and  immunology. 
Cornell  students  learn  to  explain  in  simple  terms  some 
of  the  technical  information  they  have  acquired,  a  skill 
of  great  importance  in  patient  care.  Meanwhile,  the 
teachers  welcome  the  help. 

Providing  administrative  and  financial  support  for  the 
1 5  student  outreach  projects  at  CUMC  is  the  medical 
college's  office  of  community  service,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Assistant  Dean  Joan  May.  Established  in  1989 
with  a  grant  from  the  U.S.  Department  of  Education's 
Fund  for  the  Improvement  of  Post-Secondary  Educa- 
tion (FIPSE),  the  office  has  a  full-time  staffer  who  lo- 
cates new  service  opportunities  and  assists  in  the  devel- 
opment of  projects.  The  office  also  organized  a  con- 
ference early  in  1991  to  encourage  other  medical 
schools  to  develop  community-service  programs,  with 
150  participants  from  25  medical  colleges  attending. 

Mrs.  May  emphasizes  that  the  principal  impetus  for 
projects  comes  from  the  students  themselves,  with  sup- 
port from  such  national  organizations  as  the  American 
Medical  Student  Association,  the  American  Medical 
Women's  Association,  and  Students  for  Equal  Oppor- 
tunity in  Medicine.  The  office  of  community  service 
provides  an  important  additional  measure  of  support. 

In  addition  to  stimulating  service,  a  major  purpose 
of  the  FIPSE  grant  (which  Cornell  was  the  only  medical 
school  to  receive)  is  to  reduce  student  debt  — for  exam- 
ple, by  paying  students  for  full-time  work  in  service 
agencies  during  their  summer  vacations.  Mrs.  May  sees 
this  as  a  way  of  encouraging  and  supporting  students 
interested  in  primary  care  and  community  medicine, 
careers  in  which  incomes  tend  to  be  modest  and  school 
debts  can  be  a  particular  burden.

Maureen  Hunt  is  a  staff  nurse  at  the  Center 
for  Reproductive  Medicine  and  Infertility 
at  the  New  York  Hospital 
She  is  expecting  twins  this  fall. 
What  makes  this  unusual  is  that  Mrs.  Hunt,  like  1 68 
women  in  1 990,  became  pregnant  through  the  center's 
in  vitro  fertilization  program,  making  her  a  beneficiary 
of  the  consummate  teamwork  to  which  she  contributes 
daily. 

Established  in  1987,  the  Center  for  Reproductive 
Medicine,  under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  Zev  Rosenwaks, 
provides  care  for  the  full  range  of  problems  related  to 
reproduction.  Of  the  2,000  patients  cared  for  there  last 
year,  about  one  third  would  have  been  told  not  long 
ago  that  pregnancy  and  childbirth  were  out  of  the  ques- 
tion. In  vitro  fertilization  (IVF)  has  changed  that. 

In  its  short  history,  the  center  has  developed  into  one 
of  the  world's  leading  clinics  for  IVF,  with  a  success  rate 
about  double  the  national  average  for  such  facilities. 

For  Maureen  Hunt  and  her  husband,  the  prospect 
of  parenthood  culminates  a  story  that  began  in  Califor- 
nia in  1986,  when  the  couple  learned  that  their  inability 
to  conceive  was  due  to  a  low  sperm  count.  About  3  5 
percent  of  cases  of  infertility  are  caused  by  male  fac- 
tors, 35  percent  by  female  factors,  and  30  percent  by 
some  combination  of  the  two.  The  discovery  that  a 
male  factor  was  the  cause  spared  Mrs.  Hunt  the  need 
to  undergo  what  can  be  an  arduous  series  of  tests  lasting 
as  long  as  1 8  months.  But  the  finding  was  small  com- 
fort to  the  Hunts,  for  their  doctor  told  them  they  would 
probably  never  have  a  child. 

Refusing  to  accept  this  verdict  as  final,  Mrs.  Hunt 
enrolled  in  the  IVF  program  of  the  Los  Angeles  hospital 
in  which  she  was  then  working.  For  14  days  her  hus- 
band gave  her  nightly  injections  of  hormones  to  stimu- 
late the  development  of  eggs,  and  progress  was  moni- 
tored daily  by  blood  tests  and  ultrasound.  At  the  end 
of  the  two  weeks,  the  eggs  were  retrieved,  incubated 
for  several  hours,  then  inseminated  with  her  husband's 
sperm.  Two  tries  resulted  in  no  fertilization. 

The  stress  of  these  attempts  notwithstanding,  the 
Hunts  still  harbored  the  hope  of  having  children  in 
1 989  when  they  moved  to  New  York  City.  The  focus 
of  their  hopes  now  was  NYH-CMC,  essentially  for  two 
reasons.  One  was  Dr.  Rosenwaks,  who  had  been  re- 
cruited to  head  the  program  the  previous  year;  a  pioneer 
in  this  field,  he  had  previously  directed  the  Jones  In- 
stitute for  Reproductive  Medicine,  in  Norfolk,  Virginia, 


home  of  the  first  IVF  program  in  the  United  States.  The 
second  reason  was  Dr.  Jacques  Cohen,  recruited  in 
1989  from  Emory  University  in  Atlanta;  a  world-re- 
nowned embryologist,  Dr.  Cohen  was  best  known  for 
a  procedure  known  as  partial  zona  dissection,  in  which 
a  hole  is  drilled  through  a  membrane  surrounding  the 
egg  to  facilitate  entry  of  sperm. 

In  December  Mrs.  Hunt  had  her  first  consultation 
with  Dr.  Rosenwaks  and  came  away  with  a  bonus  — a 
job  as  a  staff  nurse  at  the  center.  In  May  of  last  year 
an  attempt  was  made  at  IVF  employing  partial  zona 
dissection  and  an  even  more  recent  technique  called 
subzonal  insertion,  in  which  a  small  number  of  sperm 
are  slipped  under  the  zona.  This  time  fertilization  was 
achieved  in  four  eggs,  which,  after  being  permitted  to 
divide  for  48  hours,  were  inserted  in  the  uterus,  a 
1  5-minute  procedure  called  transfer. 

Although  about  29  percent  of  transfers  at  the  center 
result  in  viable  pregnancies,  on  this  occasion  Mrs. 
Hunt's  was  not  one  of  them.  Three  months  later,  an- 
other attempt  did  result  in  a  pregnancy  that  ended  in 
miscarriage  after  three  weeks.  Actually,  about  one 
fourth  of  natural  pregnancies  end  in  early  miscarriages, 
unknown  to  anyone,  although  that  was  little  consola- 
tion to  the  Hunts.  Still,  after  several  months'  respite, 
they  tried  again  in  January,  this  time  with  happy  results. 

Considering  that  the  world's  first  IVF  pregnancy  was 
achieved  only  in  1978,  the  success  rate  at  NYH-CMC 
last  year  is  indicative  not  only  of  the  extraordinary  skill 
of  the  center's  doctors,  nurses,  and  staff  but  of  im- 
pressive progress  in  the  field  as  a  whole.  Still,  Dr.  Rosen- 
waks believes  that  further  advances  are  both  imperative 
and  within  reach,  and  research  is  a  high  priority  here. 

Of  particular  interest  is  the  implantation  of  the  em- 


bryo  in  the  wall  of  the  uterus,  since  it  is  at  this  stage 
or  shortly  thereafter  that  IVF  most  often  fails.  Thus, 
of  the  IVF  procedures  initiated  at  the  center  last  year, 
75  percent  resulted  in  fertilization  and  transfer,  but  only 
about  36  percent  of  the  transferred  embryos  implanted 
themselves  successfully  in  the  uterine  wall.  Of  these, 
about  80  percent  developed  into  viable  fetuses. 

In  one  study  carried  out  last  year,  researchers  at  the 
center  investigated  whether  undetected  chlamydia,  a 
common  infection  of  the  genital  tract,  can  contribute 
to  implantation  failure.  The  results  suggest  that  it  can 
and  that  an  assay  for  antibodies  to  this  infection  may 
be  of  value  in  IVF.  In  another  study,  a  team  led  by  Dr. 
Cohen  assessed  an  experimental  method  of  promoting 
implantation  by  drilling  holes  in  the  zona  of  a  dividing 


embryo  prior  to  transfer.  Preliminary  evidence  suggests 
that  the  holes  do  help,  particularly  for  embryos  with 
an  evenly  shaped  zona. 

Through  continuing  advances  in  technology  and 
knowledge,  Dr.  Rosenwaks  believes,  the  success  rate 
for  IVF  will  continue  to  rise  in  the  years  ahead.  Not 
only  will  this  be  a  boon  to  the  one  or  two  percent  of 
couples  who  can  have  children  no  other  way,  but  ulti- 
mately IVF  may  become  efficient  enough  to  displace 
other  procedures  now  used  for  infertility.  Today,  IVF 
is  often  a  last  resort  after  what  can  be  a  lengthy,  stressful, 
and  expensive  series  of  tests  and  therapies.  With  higher 
success  rates,  IVF  could  be  used  sooner.

When  Dr.  Ralph  Nachman  came  to  the 
New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical 
Center  as  a  house  officer  in  1957,  the 
department  of  medicine,  he  recalls,  had  about  20  full- 
time  faculty  —  physicians  who  supervised  the  care  of  pa- 
tients by  house  staff,  taught  medical  students,  and  con- 
ducted research. 

Nearly  3  5  years  later  the  department  of  medicine  has 
about  10  times  as  many  full-time  faculty;  yet,  the 
number  of  beds  is  about  the  same  as  it  was  when  Dr. 
Nachman  saw  his  first  patients  there. 

This  is  a  measure  of  the  extraordinary  resources  of 
the  department  that  Dr.  Nachman  was  chosen  last  year 
to  head,  as  well  as  the  changing  nature  of  medical  care. 
His  principal  challenge  as  physician-in-chief  and  chair- 
man, Dr.  Nachman  believes,  will  be  to  achieve  the  right 
balance  among  the  great  diversity  of  endeavors  that 
come  together  today  in  the  medical  service  of  a  leading 
academic  center. 

In  large  part,  the  department's  growth  reflects  a 
phenomenal  increase  in  research  and  specialization, 
which  Dr.  Nachman  views  as  the  main  engines  of 
medical  progress.  As  an  example,  he  cites  the  revolu- 
tion he  has  seen  in  the  treatment  of  heart  attacks. 

"When  I  was  a  resident,"  he  says,  "and  a  patient  was 
brought  in  with  a  myocardial  infarction,  there  wasn't 
much  to  do  beyond  seeing  that  he  or  she  got  as  much 
rest  as  possible.  If  the  attack  turned  out  not  to  be  fatal, 
the  patient  was  likely  to  be  in  the  hospital  for  four  to 
six  weeks,  followed  by  a  long  convalescence  at  home. 

"Compare  this  with  what  happens  today.  We  have 
drugs  that  dissolve  clots  and  restore  blood  flow  to  the 
heart.  If  need  be,  we  can  thread  a  tiny  balloon  up  to 
the  coronary  artery  and  inflate  it  to  force  an  opening. 
Not  only  are  we  saving  lives,  but,  because  we  have  the 
means  to  avert  or  limit  damage  to  heart  tissue,  the  pa- 
tient can  often  return  home  within  a  week  and  be  back 
at  work  not  long  after  that. 

"How  did  this  kind  of  progress  come  about?  Primarily 
through  two  kinds  of  activity:  scientists,  including  some 
in  this  department,  made  great  advances  in  understand- 
ing the  basic  mechanisms  of  clotting,  and  clinical 
specialists  developed  the  techniques  to  bring  these  gains 
to  the  bedside.  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  is  one  of 
the  centers  people  look  to  for  progress  in  both  areas." 

Ahead  he  sees  major  initiatives  for  the  department 
in  several  rapidly  developing  sectors  of  biomedicine. 
One  is  the  transplantation  of  pancreatic  islet  cells  as  a 
cure  for  diabetes.  Another  is  gene  therapy,  in  which 
genes  are  inserted  in  body  cells  to  treat  diseases  caused 
by  mutations.  The  gene-therapy  initiative,  Dr.  Nach- 


man explains,  would  be  carried  out  as  part  of  the  de- 
velopment at  the  hospital  of  a  bone-marrow-transplant 
service  for  the  treatment  of  leukemias  and  other  blood 
and  immune  disorders. 

"As  the  use  of  bone-marrow  transplants  increases,  so 
does  the  need  for  more  facilities  that  perform  them. 
With  our  neighbor  Memorial  Sloan-Kettering,  which 
has  a  superb  service,  we  intend  to  develop  a  unit  that 
not  only  will  help  meet  this  growing  clinical  need  but 
will  provide  the  basis  for  a  major  program  in  gene 
therapy.  The  marrow  is  one  of  the  most  promising  sites 
in  the  body  for  gene  transfer.  With  the  first  attempt 
at  human  gene  therapy  in  the  United  States  having  oc- 
curred as  recently  as  last  fall,  there  is  clearly  a  great 
potential  to  contribute  to  one  of  the  most  exciting  new 
directions  in  clinical  medicine." 

But,  if  driving  the  engines  of  medical  progress  remains 
a  high  priority,  an  even  higher  one  is  the  provision  of 
the  best  care,  and  here  high-tech,  specialty  medicine  is 
not  always  the  answer. 

"General  internal  medicine  is  still  at  the  heart  of  good 
clinical  care,"  Dr.  Nachman  says.  "The  tremendous 
growth  of  specialism  does  not  obviate  the  need  for  the 
physician  whose  orientation  is  to  the  whole  patient 
rather  than  to  a  particular  body  system.  In  fact,  the  need 
may  be  greater  today  than  ever— in  part  because  medi- 
cal knowledge  has  increased  so  enormously  that  many 
young  doctors  are  reluctant  to  become  generalists. 

"Very  often  the  most  important  thing  we  do  for  a 
patient  is  diagnosis,  which  usually  entails  the  broad  ap- 
proach of  the  general  internist.  Likewise,  in  the  super- 
vision of  house  staff,  who  are  so  vital  to  our  service,

we  need  strong  generalists  who  are  used  to  the  un- 
predictable turns  illness  takes  at  all  hours  of  the  day  or 
night.  Recruiting  a  dynamic  leader  for  our  division  of 
general  internal  medicine  is  at  the  top  of  our  agenda. 

"Two  other  major  priorities  have  emerged  over  the 
past  decade,"  he  continues.  "One  is  ambulatory  care, 
which  at  one  time  tended  to  be  something  of  an  after- 
thought in  academic  medicine.  Today,  not  only  is  the 
faculty  practice  plan  a  bulwark  of  this  medical  center, 
but  ambulatory  care  is  also  the  fastest  growing  sector 
of  our  activity.  As  our  progress  in  treating  heart  attacks 
illustrates,  hospital  lengths-of-stay  have  shrunk  dramat- 
ically, which  means  that  the  site  of  care  has  increasingly 
shifted  from  the  bedside.  This  consideration  will  be 
paramount  as  we  continue  to  develop  our  programs  for 
the  treatment  of  AIDS  and  other  chronic  diseases  and 
as  we  evolve  new  approaches  in  care  for  the  elderly. 

"And  this  leads  to  our  other  recent  priority, 


cost-efficiency.  When  I  arrived  at  this  medical  center, 
we  gave  it  little  thought;  today  the  public  absolutely 
demands  it.  In  the  past  three  years,  we  have  achieved 
a  new  level  of  cost-effectiveness  in  this  department  and 
this  hospital,  and  there  is  no  question  that  this  thrust 
must  continue.  In  addition,  as  a  major  academic  center, 
we  need  to  take  a  leading  role  in  outcomes  research, 
which  gauges  the  effectiveness  of  medical  procedures 
and  practices.  This  is  bound  to  be  of  tremendous  im- 
portance as  public  officials  and  insurers  demand  increas- 
ingly precise  measures  of  quality  and  appropriateness 
in  medical  care. 

"Can  we  continue  to  do  all  this  given  the  financial 
constraints  I  have  described?  The  great  challenge  is  to 
find  a  way.  The  fact  that  this  hospital  has  recently  sur- 
mounted a  serious  financial  crisis  with  no  compromise 
in  the  quality  of  its  programs  strongly  suggests  we  can." 


Today  we  stand  at  the  threshold  of  an  extraordinary  new  era  of  biomedical  science.  The  New  York 
Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center  has  been  both  beneficiary  and  contributor  to  the  biomedical  in- 
formation and  technology  explosion  of  recent  decades.  Now  New  York-Cornell  looks  toward  the 
future  with  a  renewed  sense  of  purpose.  The  institution  has  implemented  creative  solutions  to  the  challenges 
of  shifting  health  care  reimbursements  and  the  ever-shrinking  research  and  education  dollar.  In  addition,  the 
strengthening  of  ties  between  Cornell  University  Medical  College  and  the  New  York  Hospital  has  been  of 
paramount  importance.  This  reinvigorated  association,  of  almost  seven  decades'  duration,  bodes  well  for  the 
medicine  taught,  practiced,  and  explored  here. 

Appropriately,  support  of  the  medical  center  for  1 990  reached  its  highest  level  since  1 986,  with  gifts  and 
pledges  totalling  $72.5  million. 

The  largest  single  gift,  $25  million  from  the  C.V.  Starr  Foundation  and  its  chairman,  Maurice  R.  Green- 
berg  (who  is  also  chairman  of  the  New  York  Hospital's  board  of  governors),  is  designated  for  the  hospital's 
modernization.  Another  hospital  governor,  William  E.  Simon,  gave  a  $  3-million  gift,  which  will  be  applied 
to  the  cardiovascular  intensive  care  unit.  Governor  John  L.  Weinberg  and  Goldman  Sachs  &  Co.  made  a 
$  1  25-million  gift  for  operating  rooms  in  the  Iris  and  B.  Gerald  Cantor  Ambulatory  Surgery  Center. 

Six  million  dollars  was  received  from  the  Harry  B.  Helmsley  Foundation  in  fulfillment  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Helmsley's  $  3  3-million,  multi-year  commitment  to  the  New  York  Hospital.  A  pledge  of  $2.5  million  was 
made  by  an  anonymous  donor  to  Cornell  University  Medical  College  in  support  of  the  department  of 
anesthesiology  laboratories.  The  William  S.  Paley  Foundation,  Inc.  established  the  William  S.  Paley  Dis- 
tinguished Professorship  of  Clinical  Medicine  at  the  medical  college  with  a  $2-million  gift.  The  Annie  Laurie 
Aitken  Charitable  Trust  supported  the  departments  of  surgery  and  neurology  and  neuroscience  with  gifts 
totalling  more  than  $  1  million.  The  Gladys  and  Roland  Harriman  Foundation  provided  $  1  million  toward 
equipment  acquisition  and  staff  training  in  the  hospital's  department  of  anesthesiology.  Another  million-dollar 
gift  was  made  to  the  Cornell  University  Graduate  School  of  Medical  Sciences  by  the  Andrew  W.  Mellon 
Foundation  for  the  joint  M.D./Ph.D.  program  with  Rockefeller  University  and  Memorial  Sloan-Kettering. 

Other  foundations  providing  invaluable  support  at  New  York-Cornell  include  the  Reader's  Digest  Foun-

Again  in  1 990,  the  philanthropy  of  caring,  informed  individual  donors  accounted  for  the  largest  portion 
of  gifts  to  New  York-Cornell.  The  Dyson  family  and  the  Dyson  Foundation  continued  their  magnanimous 
support  of  the  department  of  ophthalmology  and  the  Margaret  M.  Dyson  Vision  Research  Institute,  estab- 


lished  in  1989.  A  generous  pledge  was  received  from  hospital  governor  Walter  B.  Wriston,  designated  for 
the  divisions  of  psychobiology  and  perinatology  and  for  unrestricted  purposes.  Mr  and  Mrs  Burton  P  Resnick 
chose  to  honor  Drs.  Isadore  Rosenfeld  and  Frank  Petito  with  gifts  to  the  dean's  discretionary  fund  at  the 
medical  college.  A  trust  benefitting  Cornell  University  Medical  College  was  established  by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Harry 
T.  Powers.  Malcolm  Hewitt  Wiener  provided  for  research  in  pediatric  burn  care  within  the  department  of 
rehabilitation  medicine.  The  B.  Gerald  Cantors  continued  their  very  generous  support  of  the  Cantor  Am- 
bulatory Surgery  Center.

Both  the  college  and  hospital  received  important  programmatic,  endowment,  and  unrestricted  support  from 
estates  and  trusts.

The  development  committee  of  the  medical  college's  board  of  overseers  had  several  meetings  to  review 
Cornell  University's  1 25th-anniversary  campaign.  In  sessions  hosted  by  Sanford  I.  Weill,  the  committee's 
chairman,  members  worked  on  representing  the  medical  center  in  university  activities. 

Since  1 982,  the  Medical  Center  Advisory  Board  has  offered  corporate,  professional,  and  community  leaders 
the  opportunity  to  learn  about  complex  health  care  issues  and  to  serve  as  valued  counselors.

Auxiliary 

In  1912,  when  the  New  York 
Hospital  was  located  at  Fifteenth 
Street  and  Fifth  Avenue  but  its 
governors  had  already  begun  to 
think  ot  moving  uptown,  the 
wives  of  three  of  those  governors 
started  what  they  called  a  social 
services  committee.  As  years  pass- 
ed and  the  committee's  activities 
expanded,  it  became  the  Women's 
Auxiliary  of  the  Society  ot  the 
New  York  Hospital  and  later 
simply  the  "auxiliary." 

During  the  past  year  the  auxiliary 
contributed  a  total  of  $2 30,000 
tor  hospital  pro]ects.  Its  second  an- 
nual Halloween  rattle  netted 
552,000,  which  was  used  to  pur- 
chase life-support  equipment  re- 
quested by  the  NYH 
administration 

Other  major  donations  were  for 
the  following 

•  Thirty-tour  recliner  chairs  for 
the  department  ot  pediatrics; 

•  Stipends  for  summer  interns  in 
the  hospital's  department  of  social 
work  and  the  department  of  social 
work  of  the  Payne  Whitney

•  A  student  seminar  program  in 
the  department  ot  social  services 
at  the  Westchester  Division; 

•  The  renovation  of  the  siblings 
waiting  room  on  the  third  floor  of 
the  Lying-in  Hospital; 

•  Stipends  for  costs  incurred  by 
volunteers  who  take  AIDS  pa- 
tients on  outings  as  pan  of  the 
hospital's  pediatric  AIDS  respite 
program 

As  it  has  done  for  many  years,  the 
auxiliary  contributed  to  the  Vol- 
unteer Services  for  the  Elderly  of 
Yorkville,  and  for  the  fourth  year 
it  provided  funding  to  the  New 
York  Hospital  methadone  clinic 
to  enable  children  to  go  to  sum- 
mer camp  It  also  furnished  sup- 
port to  the  diversional  crafts  pro- 
gram ot  the  hospital's  department 
of  rehabilitation  medicine  and 
funded  publication  of  the  New 
York  Hospital  page  that  appears 
quarterly  in  the  newspaper  Our 
Town.

Making  a  Gift  to  the  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center 


Gifts,  bequests  and  trusts  are 
important  sources  of  support 
for  the  New  York  Hospital- 
Cornell  Medical  Center.  Such 
gifts  provide  funding  for  a 
wide  range  of  programs,  in- 
cluding those  that  provide  pa- 
tient care,  educate  future 
physicians  and  scientists,  and 
expand  community  outreach. 
Additionally,  these  gifts  make 
possible  pioneering  biomedical 
research  which  results  in  new 
and  improved  cures  and  treat- 
ments for  disease,  helping  peo- 
ple today  as  well  as  in  future 
generations. 

Gifts  may  be  made  in  a 
number  of  ways— by  cash, 
securities,  or  tangible  proper- 
ty. They  may  be  given  out- 
right, by  bequest,  or  through  a 
trust  arrangement  which  can 
provide  an  income  to  the 
medical  center,  to  the  donor, 
or  to  his  or  her  beneficiaries, 
for  a  predetermined  period  of 
time  or  for  life. 

The  medical  center  encour- 
ages gifts  without  restriction  so 
as  to  permit  greater  flexibility 
in  planning  and  administering 
its  extensive  programs  in  pa- 
tient care,  education  and 
research.  However,  if  a  donor 
is  interested  in  making  a  gift, 
bequest,  or  trust  to  be  used  in 
whole  or  in  part  for  any 
specific  purpose  within  the 
hospital,  medical  college,  or 
medical  center,  such  use  may 
be  specified. 


The  New  York  Hospital- 
Cornell  Medical  Center  is 
comprised  of  the  Society 
of  the  New  York  Hospital  and 
Cornell  University  Medical 
College.  Both  the  Society  and 
Cornell  University,  of  which 
the  medical  college  is  a  part, 
are  qualified  not-for-profit  in- 
stitutions which  receive  major 
support  from  private  gifts. 
Gifts  to  the  hospital,  medical 
college,  and  medical  center  by 
individuals,  foundations,  or 
corporations  are  exempt  from 
income,  gift,  and  inheritance 
taxes  to  the  extent  and  in  the 
manner  provided  by  federal 
and  state  laws. 

The  medical  center  is  pleased 
to  provide  information  about 
its  numerous  programs  and  ac- 
tivities, and  to  consult  with 
donors  and  their  advisors 
about  various  gift  ideas,  many 
of  which  provide  a  naming  op- 
portunity. Our  Guide  to  Giving 
is  available  by  calling  the 
number  listed  below. 

The  Society  of  the  New 
York  Hospital,  which  is  the 
legal  corporate  name  for  the 
New  York  Hospital,  is  a  cor- 
poration created  by  Royal 
Charter  granted  by  King 
George  III  of  England  in 
1771.  The  suggested  terminol- 
ogy for  an  unrestricted  bequest 
to  or  for  its  benefit  is:  "I  give, 
devise  and  bequeath  to  The 
Society  of  the  New  York  Hos- 
pital Fund,  Inc.,  a  corporation 
created  under  the  New  York 
State  Not-for-Profit  Corpora- 
tion Law  and  located  in  New 
York  City,  New  York  the  sum 

of  $  (or  description 

of  the  property)  to  be  used  for 
the  general  corporate  purposes 
of  The  Society  of  the  New 
York  Hospital  as  its  board  of 
directors  should  determine." 


If  a  bequest  is  made  to  the 
medical  college,  the  language 
may  be:  "I  give  and  bequeath 
to  Cornell  University  the  sum 

of  $  (or  description 

of  property)  for  use  in  connec- 
tion with  its  Medical 
College  in  New  York  City." 

If  a  bequest  is  made  to  the 
medical  center,  the  language 
may  be,  "I  give  and  bequeath 
to  The  New  York  Hospital- 
Cornell  Medical  Center  Fund, 

Inc.  the  sum  of  $  (or 

description  of  property)."
